In response to the Restriction Requirement dated May 22, 2001, Applicants elect 
group I, claims 1-30, with traverse. Applicants traverse on the basis that groups were already 
initially examined together (Examiner's Action, Paper 5). The issues on the record are minor in 
nature, relating to objections to the specification, minor claim objections (i.e., issues of grammar) 
and a single minor indefiniteness issue that was addressed in Applicants' previous response. 
Accordingly, even if the groups are independent and distinct as alleged, no undue examination 
burden can be shown to exist for co-examination of the groups and they should be rejoined. MPEP § 
803. Applicants respectfully request rejoinder of groups I and II on this basis.
